Chief concern voiced by m em ­ 
bers of the association and passed 
on to the council was the fact 
that the developers have nlanned 
over 200 feet of right-of-way for 
the highway. 


"In planning such a wide road­ 
way." it was explained by Hinkle. 
"We are a little worried about 
the consequences if the state de­ 
cides to turn the present highway 
into a freeway route. We would like 
to have the City Council know 
what our plans for the southern 
area are. and ask its support in 
helping us keep a freeway route 
off of Highway 111. 


THE COl’NCIL indicated that it

which would declare Highway 111 
a "scenic route" and would not 
only stop it from being made a 
1 freeway or expressway, but would 
keep signboards oft the route 
The project is due to pass the 
Riverside County Planning Com­ 
mission within the next 30 days.

Sub-zero winds howled into the 
snow 
crippled 
Northeast 
today 
and punched deep into Dixie, pil­ 
ing new hardships on the winter- 
weary eastern two-thirds of the 
nation. 
Tragedy marched hand-in-hand 
with the bitterest weather of Feb­ 
ruary’s 
marathon 
cold 
wave, 
claiming a heavy toll in multiple 
fatality fire and in deaths from 
exposure, over-exertion and traf­ 
fic accidents. 


AT LEAST 141 persons have 
been killed in the latest blast of 
wintry weather which began dur­ 
ing the weekend. New England 
counted 32 deaths, and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Mississippi, 
New Jersey 
and Georgia reported 20 victims 
each. 
Among 
the 
Georgia 
victims 
were 11 children and a mother of 
four of them were killed Monday 
night when a ure blamed on a 
radiant heater engulfed their two- 
unit apartm ent house in Atlanta. 


THE LATEST DEATHS brought 
to at least 347 the number of fa­ 
talities blamed on the weather 
since a cold wave invaded the 
Midwest 
Feb 
fl and began its 
sweep from the Rockies to the 
Atlantic. 
The storm marooned hundreds 
of persons 
in trains and cars 
stalled by towering snow drifts, 
isolated scores of rural residents, 
forced schools and industries to 
shut down in the Northeast, the 
Midestw and South, and interefered 
with the work of Congress

field, M ass, and Michigan City. 
Ind., and in fuel-short Huntsville.

Between i and 8 per cent of 
Palm Springs 4.9R3 registered lot- 
ers cast their ballots in the spe­ 
cial redistricting election by noon 
today, election officials reported 
In what appears to be the start 
of a record vote, the very con­ 
troversial redistricting issue is ex 
peeled to pull 50 per cent of the 
voters to the polls. 


A HIGH VOTE WAS registered

I ballot, and the lowest 
vote was 
'recorded in the Desert and Vet 
erans T ract at Cielo Vista School 
where 32 out of 547 voted. 
Both the hackers of the redis­ 
tricting issue and the opponents 
put on enthusiastic campaigns to 
.-.ell their program. 
leaders backing the campaign 
are Councilmen Ted McK i n n e y, 
I»eonard Wolf and Jerry Nathan 
son. and opposing it are M a y o r 
Jerry Sanborn, and 
Councilmen 
Frank Miller, Flonan Boyd and 
Ruth Hardy.

pass tonight, seven men will be 
thrown out of the race for coun- 
cilmanic seats in Districts 8 and 
9, and George

Hiqhway Safety Campaiqn 
Brinqs Results, Needs to Continue 
The constant campaigns to increase 
highway safety and thereby reduce 
traffic accidents, is finally showing 
gratifying results In a lowering of the 
annual death toll due to automobile 
mishaps in California. 
Comparative records for this Stale 
during the past two years show a drop 
in highway fatalities of 46 in 1957 as 
compared to the number of lives lost in 
the preceding year, the total traffic 
deaths being 2,262 in 1956 and 2,216 in 
1957.When It Is considered that the popu­ 
lation of California increases on an av­ 
erage of 8 percent per year, and that 
the number of vehicles using our high­ 
ways, including out-of-state cars, regis­ 
ter even larger gains, any reduction in 
the number of accidents is considerably 
more of an accomplishment than is at 
first apparent. 
A number of factors contributing to 
increased motoring safety have made 
the reduction in fatal accidents possi­ 
ble. Among these is the additional mile­ 
age of divided highways being con­ 
structed each year, the elimination of 
dangerous intersections, careful train­ 
ing of new drivers, greater education of 


motorists in traffic safety through wid­ 
er publicity and advertising of organ­ 
izations and officials, increasing effec­ 
tiveness of our highway patrols, re­ 
doubling of vigilance during holiday 
periods, additional traffic laws and 
regulations, and the generally more 
careful cooperation of motorists as a 
whole. 
Although even a slight reduction in 
the yearly toll of deaths on our high­ 
ways is highly encouraging, we still 
have a long way to go to achieve any­ 
thing like a desirable safety record. 
There can be no let down in the all out 
effort to stop the terrible maiming and 
killing of motorists by the hundreds 
and thousands. 
Now that results of the concerted 
safety campaign are proving their ef­ 
fectiveness, we should redouble our ef­ 
forts to reduee traffic accidents by even 
a much greater degree. 
, 
As has been so aptly said: “Every ac­ 
cident is avoidable.” 
With a car accident occuring some­ 
where in the United States every few 
seconds, comparative safety on the high­ 
ways is still far from actual realiza­ 
tion. 


The Clash of Opinion 
WASHINGTON. D C. — For­ 
eign policy never is, and never 
atiould hr. bipartisan, hut often 
the partisanship is subtle and 
philosophical. This was true in 
the Senate recently when Sena­ 
tor Humphrey <D> and Senator 
Bridges <R>, two days apart, 
gave long, well • reasoned, well- 
altended. much-admired speech­ 
es on foreign policy. 
Humphrey ot Minnesota has 
for two years been chairman of 
a subcommittee which Is explor­ 
ing the possibilities of interna­ 
tional disarmament He believes, 
like everybody else with good 
sense. Ihat it would be foolhardy 
and suicidal for the USA to dis­ 
arm unlesa the USSR did like- 


BIT WITH THIS proviso al­ 
ways in mind. Humohrev be­ 
lieves that President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles are being 
inflexible and are not meeting 
Comrades Khrushchev and Bul­ 
ganin at the half-way mark 
The Eisenhower Administra­ 
tion, according to Humphrey, 
does not really desire a disarm­ 
ament agreement and la stalling. 
Humphrey thinks that the GOP 
policy-makers have these two 
monumentally mistaken convic­ 
tions: 


1. THAT THIS COUNTRY has 
a "political, military and eco­ 
nomic superiority" over Russia 
tf superior, we would be ahle to 
name our own terms for negotia­ 
tion If not superior, as Hum­ 
phrey contends is true we must 
go at least half-way to meet the 
Russians. 
J. That time is on our side be­ 
cause tha Soviet Union has ser­ 
ious "internal domestic difficul­ 
ties ” If true, fke is right to 
stall on negotiations If unirue. 
as Humphrey contends, we must 
go to the half-wav position in 
reaching 
disarmament 
agree­ 
ments 


THESE TWO POINTS are tak­ 


en directly from the Minnesota 
senator's address and t h e y 
clearly state his position. But 
the disarmament m ailer is not 
a simple one Before long Hum­ 
phrey seemed hopelessly entan­ 
gled by his own contradictions. 
His assistant floor leader got 
him untangled in this exchange 
Senator Mansfield: If I under­ 
stand the Senator's speech cor­ 
rectly, he does not maintain or 
state or infer or imply that wa 
should disarm overnight It is 
his contention, as I understand 
it. that we have to maintain a 
position of strength 
And 
from that position of strength 
we should try to simplify some 
of the procedures which have 
become so complex and com­ 
plicated 
Senator Humphrey: The Sena­ 
tor has stated the thesis of my 
address very accurately. 


TWO DAYS I. AT EH Senator 
Bridges <N. H.1 came to the 
floor and discussed the same 
subject. While Ihe Democratic 
Senator wanted to find a way or 
even en opportunity or excuse to 
negotiate with the Russians, the 
Republican Senator answered to 
the effect that no such way. op­ 
portunity or excuse e x i s t e d . 
Bridges takes the staunch posi­ 
tion of no-compromise - with - 
Communism because 
1. The Russians are merely 
calling for "another Teheran, an­ 
other Yalta, anolher Pot>dam. 
another Geneva." The Russians 
know very well the American 
desire for peace and tradition 
for orderly discussion of differ­ 
ences. But the Russians do not 
intend to meet us on our own 
grounds. They intend to take ad­ 
vantage of our idealism and 
trustfulness — as they have pre­ 
viously done 


I. THERE IS EVERY reason 
for Ihe President and Mr. Dulles 
to be skeotieal in negotiating 
with the Russians Bridges cited 
the published figures.
